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PEACE OF FRANCE
INJURED BV EOICT

Papal Encyclical Points Out
That Rcpublic is in Need

of Union.

GIVES ADVICE TO CATHOLICS

And Strongly Condcmns the Law
Which Separatcs the Church

and State.

(By Assoclatod Press.)
ROME, Fobruary 17.-A papal encyclical

was Issued to tho French Eplscopncy,
clorgy and peoplo to-day on the sltuatlon
of tho church ln Frnnco, strongly con-

demnlng tho law providhig for tho scpa-
ratlon ot Chuhch and Stato and glvlng
ndvlco to Cathollcs.
Tbo enoyelloal shows that tho Holy Seo

dld overythlng posslblo to avoid the pns-
sngo of tho law. whlch lt terms a great
evil to rellgion and to Francoj suid out-
llnes tho dhurehes doctrlno on tho rela-
tlona between church nnd stato, addlng
that ln thelr unlon, Franco hnd found
throughout conturles her greatnoss and
elorlcs.
Ex.amtnlng tho law in Itself tho ency¬

clical snys lt is ofTenslvo and ropugnant
to tho dlvlno constitutlon of tho church
becauso thn public oxorclse of worshlp
Is ontrustod lo law nssnclatlons. Tho
frcbdom of the Church, It Is added, Is
sulbmltted to the will of publlc ofllclals
who are despoillng her of her patrlmony.
The law, the document contlnuos, cannot
fall to Injuro tho Internal penco of Frnnco
whioh, ospocln.lly In tbo present condition
of ]>Jurope, Is In need nf tbo unlon of all
hoj- children. Tt concludes with exbnrtlng
tho clorgy nnd peoplo to act In concord
and wIMi goneroslty ln rlefonso of their
rellgion and to pray to God fnr tho re¬
turn of trannulllty nnd peace to France.
